Answers Critical Editorial — 


The editor of the Olds Gazette 
in an editorial last week took the 
hail suppression crew to task for 
not running the show just right. The 
answer to the editorial is reproduc- 
ed below: 


An editorial in the September 12, 
1957, issue of the Olds Gazette has 
asked certain questions with regard 
to the hail suppression program 
this year, and in particular with 
regard to the destructive stofm in 
Olds district on August 20, 1957. 

To begin with, it has been infer- 
red that there were no generator 
operations on the day of the storm. 
Our records indicate that 64 gen- 
erators were operated for a total of 
over 300 generator-hours on August 
20, 1957. 

Regarding a generator operator 
who was supposed to have tele- 
phoned the operational office to 
request permission to start the gen- 
erator; we have no recollection of 
that. It may be possible, or even 
probable that this happened. How- 
ever, if we had desired that par- 
ticular generator to be in operation, 
we would have turned jt on If we 
told the lady not to turn it on, it 
was not because we were not aware 
of the hail threat, but rather that 
We did not expect that her particu- 
ular generator location would be of 
value to the operation. 

There are a good number of tech- 
nical questions regarding ‘1ail sup- 
pression theories and practices that 
we cannot completely answer, even 
to our own satisfacton. However, 
We do know certain features which 
have been tested both in the lab- 
oratory and in the atmosphere. We 
are quite certain that the — silver 
iodide crystals released by the 
“smoke pots” are of little value un- 
til they have reached elevations 
where the temperature is around

Normally, 
when there jis a hail threat, this 


temperature level is more than ten 
thousand feet above the ground. 
This means that the silver iodide 
crysta!; have to raise that high be- 
fore they are of any value, 

Just for example, and hoping 
that we are not using “high sound- 
ing phrases or technical terms”, 
assume tliat the crystals must rise 
from the generators to the elevat- 
ion of ten thousand feet. Also, as- 
sume that the crystals are rising 
at a velocity of about 200 feet pe 
minute. This would mean that it 
would take about 50 minutes for 
the crystals to reach the “effective 
level”. Also, all of the 50 minutes 
that the crystals are rising, they 
are being subjected to the winds 
that are blowing aloft. Again, as- 
suming that the average — strength 
of these winds is 25 miles per how 
(which is far from .uncommon) 
This wonld mean then, roughly 
speaking, that by the time the cry- 
stals reached their effective level, 
they would have been blown about 
20 miles away from the generator 

All of the above is simply to point 
out that a generator very seldom 
has any effect on its immediate 
vicinity. In other words the gen- 
erators affecting the area around 
Olds, are not those within that dis- 
trict, but those upwind. 

With regard ta the success 01 
failure of the operation on August 
20, the only answer we can give is 
that as long as hail occurs, the op- 
eration was not a complete success. 
We know that we cannot eliminate 
hail storms, but we also know that 
we can moderate them. If there 
was no moderation on the 20th, then 
the only answer would be that 
human or mechanical errors could 
be blamed. We can't say whether 
the storm path would have been 
longer and wider, or the hailstones 
larger, if operations were not in 
progress, but since the scientific 
processes used, are sound, then 
there is some liklihood that a de- 
gree of moderation was reached 
This statement can be proved, and 
would be of little consolation to a 
farmer who had been hailed out,

Winds can spread fallout over wide 

areas. In an atomic war, no one 
; would be safe from its effects with- 
}out taking necessary precautions. 

Protection from fallout can be 
| had simply by staying under cover.

of the refuge, but on the thickness 
of its walls and roof. 

Such a refuge can be improvised 
in the basement of a home if ne- 
cessary, Better still would be a slit- 
trench type with an adequate roof. 
Root cellars with three-foot thick 
dirt roofs would be natural shelters 
against fallout for those in rural 
areas. 

A shelter or refuge must be stock- 
ed ahead of time with food, water, 
milk,extra clothing and so. on, 
enough to last at least three days. 
By that time most of the danger 
from radioactivity would have fad- 
ed away. A battery radio is essen- 
tial for those in refuge so that they 
can receive information from civil 
defence authorities on when it is 
safe to come out, 

It is because civil defence is es- 
sential to the survival of Canadians 
in an age that cannot evade the 
prospect of atomic war that Friday, 
October 4th, has been established 
as National Civil Defence Day ac- 
ross Canada. 

It is a day for Canadians to con- 
sider what they can do to. save 
themselves should the worst ever 
come,

Prospect of a nuclear war must 
be faced. And because it must be 
Friday, Ootober 4, has been desig- 
nated as Civil Dewence Day nation- 
wide to remind Canadians of this 
necessity. 

The target city can save its in- 
habitants only by complete disper- 
sal. But the evacuees must have a 
place to disperse to. That's where 
the rest of the country comes in 
as reception centres, except in re- 
mote cases 

The first evacuees 
over a period of six hours. They 
would be billeted on the basis of 
one for each member of a house- 
hold in the reception area. Didsbury 
would be responsible for 1500 evac- 
uees. 

The rest of the evacuees would 
arrive later, over a shorter period, 
to be billeted at first on a five-to- 
one basis, Whether a community 
received the first evacuees would 
depend on its distance from a targ- 
et area. The last evacuees would 
have to be put up by the communi- 
ties nearest the target area. They 
wouldn’t have time to go farther. 

A reception area could expect 
about two hours warning that a 
flood of evacuees was coming. Ob- 
viously, it would be too late to pre- 
pare to accommodate them once the 
bombs were falling. To lay out the 
necessary plans in advance is the 
purpose of Civil Defence. 

It is the government's job—the 
federal, provincial and municipal 
sovernments—to get a Civil Defence 
plan started appropriate to the ar- 
ea its responsibility covers. 

But from that point on. all gov- 
mment effort is a waste of public 
funds and effort without the essen- 
tial support of its citizens.”

NOT A MATTER 
OF LUCK ! ! ! 

Sooner or later, asserts the Finan- 
cial Post, in trying to solve our 
wheat marketing problems, we are 
going to have to forget fancies and 
concentrate on hard fagts. And one 
of the hardest of these is that it is 
possible to grow far more wheat on 
the same land today than it was 
before the war. 

It has been the fashion in certain 
quarters to blame our present sur- 
plus problem on a_ series of ab- 
normally big crops, just luck, good 
or bad, depending on who holds 
the wheat. 

That aygument completely ig- | 
nores the very real progress made : 
in plant breeding, farm machinery ; 
and chemical weed killers. It also 
ignores facts. It assumes that, 
farmers are still seeding and har- 
vesting with horses, are still using ' 
Marquis and other obsolete and. 
ruist-vulnerable varieties of wheat, 
still losing the battle against weeds. 

The truth is that our capacity to 
produce wheat, as in many other 
things, has steadily increased in the | @ 
last 25 years, and we face two alter- |} 
natives: either we must drastically 
reduce acreage and grow less or 
we must sell more.

Rule Of Law ! ! ! 


Volence in some recent industrial 
strikes again suggests the question 
of why picketing should be ailowed. 
The right of employees to strike is 
generally accepted. In fact, it is 
clearer than the right of an em- 
ployer to fire a man. That action, 
whether for good cause or ,0t, is 
likely to precipitate a strike if the 
discharged employee is a member 
‘in good standing of the union that 
| has been certified as the bargain- 
ing agency in the factory concerned. 

Officially, the law recognizes 
“peaceful” picketing; but when 
| peaceful picketing becomes too 
tame for the strikers’ tastes, and 
stone-throwing, assaults of non- 
strikers and damage to company 
property follow, there seems to be, 
quite frequently, a disposition on 
the part of police and others re- 
sponsible for enforcement of the 
law to look the other way and 
avoid bringing the offenders to jus- 
tice, 

Labor departments, being staffed 
mainly by union members and sym- 


pathizers, seem to consider their 
function to be primarily to. assist 
labor unions Although approxi- 


mately only one out of five in the 
Canadian working force is a union 
member, it is that one whose inter- 
ests are guarded by the provincial 
officials. The other four, because 
they neither belong nor wish to be- 
long to a union, have put them- 
selves out of court, or beyond the 
law as administered by officials of 
the labor department. 

One seldom sees comments from 
these officials on the legality of 
picketing, or on the rights of em- 
ployers or employees against whose 
interests the picketing is directed. 
Perhaps the saying that there is 
one law for the rich and another 
{for the poor should be revised to 
| read that there is one law for the 
union members and another for 
the rest of the public.
